Civil Defense, the progra m designed to 
sa ve lives in ca se of nuclea r a tta ck, ii not 
dea d in Pottstown. 
But tt isn't kicking either.

public fa llout shelters a nd genera lly prepa re 
for the unthinka ble to ha ppen. 


Tliere a re now 37 shelters loca ted

sa id Monda y. 
Together they would pro* 
vide shelter a nd eventua lly the neces* 
cities of life for 8805 persons. 


Ha rwood sa id tha t most a lrea dy a re 
stocked. 
A fully stocked shelter ha s food, 
ma inly highconcentra ted cra ckers; 
wa ter,

A MERCURY survey of nine shelters, re­ 
vea led three tha t were without wa ter, a l­ 
though the ca ns were there wa iting to be 
filled. 
Ha rwood, the only sa la ried ma n in the 
loca l progra m, sa id tha t the county wa s in 
cha rge of stocking the shelters. 
“ It picks 
the shelters, obta ins the supplips from the 
federa l government, brings them here, a nd 
distributes them.” 
He described his duties a s ma inly a d­ 
ministra tive—keeping tra ck of the supplies 
in the county.

‘Ho-Hum’ Outlook Marks CD Preparedness in Borough

Civil Defense, the program designed to 
save lives in case of nuclear attack, is not 
dead in Pottstown. 
But it isn't kicking either. 
With the help of federal and county 
agencies the 'borough continues to stock 
public fallout shelters and generally prepare 
for the unthinkable to happen, 


There are now 37 shelters located 


about the municipality, Thomas Mar- 
wood, assistant civil defense director, 
said Monday. Together they would pro­ 
vide shelter and eventually the neces­ 
sities of life for 8805 persons, 


Harwood said that most already are 
•locked. 
A fully stocked shelter has food, 
m a inly high - concentra ted c rackets; w at e r, 
stored in 17*4 gallon tans; sanitation kits, 
medical kits, and radiation count equip­ 
ment. 
• • * 


A M ERC URY survey of nine shelters, re­ 
vealed three that were without water, al­ 
though the cans were there waiting to be 
filled. 
Harwood, the only salaried man in the 
local program, said that the county was in 
charge of stocking the shelters. 
“ It picks 
the shelters, obtains the supplies from the 
federal government, brings them here, and 
distributes them.” 
He described his duties as mainly ad­ 
ministra live—keeping track of the supplies 
in the county. 


The borough has budgeted 83500 for 
the program during 1908. 
This is the 


same amount as last year. 


The bulk' of the money will pay Har­ 
wood’s salary of $2400. 
Moat of the remain­ 
ing 11100 will go toward installation of an 
emergency electric generator obtained last 
year at minimal cost through the federal 
surplus equipment program,

F. W ILLIAM HEILM AN JR ., director of 
the local program since 1958, said 'that 
“ we saved the borough $14,000. 
If it did 
not have an approved civil defense pro­ 
gram that is the amount it would have paid 
on the open market. 
Harwood figured it would, cost approxi­ 
mately $1000 for the installation in borough 
hall. 
He said that the federal govenmcnt is 
now processing an application for half that 
amount. 


"We expect to hear from it by early 
Summer,” he said. 
"Until then the 
genera tor will be honied up .in a tem­ 
porary manner.” 


Harwood explained that the generator 
should supply borough hall with electricity 
for lights and the borough radio system in 
case of a power failure. 
• • # 
ANOTHER DUTY of the local program, 
Is to train shelter managers to take charge 
of the people in case of attack, according 
to Harwood. 
He said that tw-o have been instructed 
so far. 
He cited the operation of the radi­ 
ation detection supplies as their primary 
duty. 


Harwood sakl that the county Is In 


charge of the education program and 
that he “ was not sure when the next 
session would be,” 


The borough can count on 256 persona, 
mostly municipal employes and firemen, 
in. case of an attack, Harwood said. 
“ Of course doctors, nurses, red crosa 
volunteers and others,” he said, “ will be 
'there In. any disaster.”

BUT THE fallout, shelters remain the 
heart of the program.

Professionals in the worry business say 
this is the kind of worry for which you need 
g a good friend and a good yak session. Not a 
f bunch of friends, just one friend. And make 
it a buddy who owes you a good long listen. 
You don’t sit down with the announced 
f intention of spilling your troubles. That makes 
it a self-conscious, awkward conv ersation in 
g which nothing happens. But get your best bcer- 
^ drinking or coffee-drinking or duck-hunting 
friend and giv e a listen to his troubles awhile 
2 then tell him yours. They say that in a good e . Paul Oliphant 
fH long yak session a man is apt to clarify his 
own worries. When you get a good tough worry isolated and out 
in the open where you can get a good straight shot at it, then 
^ and only then can you take some action. 
And action is number two. The worries that really worry us 
♦ 
are the ones we’re not doing anything about. But when we are 
taking some action about a worry—right or wrong—we feel 
better, we act better, in fact, we stop worrying. 
Number three—once you get a worry out there in the open 
arena, take a yard stick to it and see how bad it is. One psychi­ 
atric counselor has a set of measuring questions which he asks 
of worried people. He asks: “ Do you know where your next meal 
is coming irom? Do you hav e a place to sleep tonight? Is your 
health fair? Is anybody trying to put you in jail? Do you hav e 
enough money to get through the next thirty days no matter what 
happens? Could the close members of your family also answer 
‘yes’ to these questions?” By the time a man has answered “ yes” 
to all these questions, he has reduced his worry to its proper size. 
Now' the last and perhaps the best method is called The 
Dershimer Test. It’s originator is Dr. Frederick Dershimer, chief 
of industrial psychiatry at DuPont Company. His idea is this; 
on the subject you’re worried about, assume the worst and make 
a plan to lick it. 
One young lady accountant at DuPont was so worried about 
what might happen to her soldier husband during the Korean 
War lhat she was getting sick. Dershimer said. “ Imagine the 
worst thing that could happen. What would that be?” 
The girl replied, “ Why that he be killed.” 
“ Is that really the worst?” Dershimer asked. 
She thought awhile and decidcd—no, the worst thing would 
be if he came home hopelessly wounded or ev en insane. 
Dershimer said, “ All right, if he did, what would you do 
about it.” 
The young lady decided she would get a better paying job, 
buy a small home in a country town near a certain doctor and 
take care of him. As she talked she planned the entire campaign. 
Hav ing faced the worst possibility, and found a solution, she was 
able to stop worrying and do her job.

Johnson Predicts 
Business Spending 
Pace is Growing 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­

thought to water. Save for certain arid 


areas, there was an abundance of it—often, 
Indeed, when the Winter storms 
and 
the 


Spring runoffs of snow appeared there was 
much too much. And the water, found in the 
river*, springs and lakes, 
was 
generally 
clear and pure and perfectly fit for any and 
all of its uses. 
There has been 
a 
great 
change. 
Most of the nation, it is true, still has 
enough water, though in some 
areas 
potentially 
acute 
shortage 
problems 
have developed. 
Floods 
and 
massive 
storms still occur. 
But the quality of our available water 
has become a matter of almost 
universal 
concern. 
Contamination is the rule rather 
than the exception in many 
areas. 
It 
is 
apparent that we can no longer dump our 
refuse, industrial waste, sewage and other 
contaminants into our water 
without 
in­ 
viting grave perils. 
* * • 
The measure of this concern was 
indi­ 
cated in New York last November, when the 
voters approved by a 4-to-l margin 
a 
$1 
billion bond measure to finance a clean up 
of the state’s 
waterways. 
This, 
signifi­ 
cantly. was 
the 
largest 
borrowing 
ever 
authorized in New York's history. 
Other states are now moving, in one way 
or another, to solve their growing and criti­ 
cal watcr-quality problems. 
One important step lies in establish* 
ing classifications. 
Water used for in* 
(iustrial purposes does not have to meet 
the standards of that which enters the 
home. 
New York, for 
instance, 
has 
laid down classifications for 
drinking, 
bathing, fishing and drainage which ap­ 
ply to all Its streams and lakes.

One of the biggest questions involved in 


the water pollution problem is 
just 
what 


force is going to assume the leadership and 
become dominant. 
It is obviously desirable 
that state and 
local 
governments, 
being 
conversant with the 
particular 
situations 
existing in their areas, take aggressive ac­ 
tion, as is beng done n New York. 
Otherwise a Federal agency, 
under 
an act passed last year, will assume con­ 
trol. 
It is empowered to set standards 
of quality on interstate waters, unless 
the states themselves do so to f ederal 
satisfaction by June .to, l%7. 
The danger here has been 
described 
by Governor Bcllmon of Oklahoma in these 
words: “ Any attempt to ‘standardize’ wa­ 
ter quality on a nationwide basis would like­ 
ly disregard regional differences in water 
quantity, flow, location, natural character­ 
istics. and usage.” 
The unhappy results that 
could 
come 
from this are easily imaginable. 
That is 
wiiy authorities urge that satisfactory stand­ 
ards and controls be established and 
ad­ 
ministered at as low a governmental level 
as is workable. 


State and local governments, in 
other 


words, have no time to waste if they are 
not to abdicate their rights and responsibili­ 
ties in this matter to the federal government.

Front of Viet Cong 
Poses Major Debate

How independent of Commu­ 
nist North Viet Nam are the 
Viet Cong and their political 
organization, the National Front 
for Liberation of 
South Viet 
Nam? 
The question is important to 
debate on whether the Viet Cong 
and their front — which goes bv 
the initials NFLSV — should be 
recognized as an entity separate 
from Hanoi's Communists and 
whether the front should have 
an influential voice in any nego­ 
tiations. 
Members of the Viet Cong's 
front have lived in an atmos­ 
phere if conspiracy for 20 years 
or more. Gathering information 
about them 
is difficulty, but 
some is available from intelli­ 
gence and other sources. This 
directly links top NFLSV lead­ 
ers with the Communist-led Viet 
Minh, who fought the French, 
and with the Hanoi regime. 
The creation of 
the NFLSV 
was announced by Communist 
radios in December 19 60. just in 
advance of the big Viet Cong 
push which preceded the escala­ 
tion of the war to what it is to­ 
day. 
The 
NFLSV 
is 
organized 
along the lines of a government, 
with nominal representation for 
a number of political and reli­ 
gious creeds, its name in Viet­ 
namese is Mat Tran Dan-toc 
Giaiphong. 
This is what the sources say: 
Top NFLSV leaders have long 
been closely connected with the 
Viet 
Minh 
and 
Hanoi. 
The 
records go back to the days of 
French rule. 
The chairman of the front is 
Nguyen Huu Tho, a 56-year-old 
lawyer and native of Cholon, 
Saigon’s sister city. 
As early as 19 50, Tho’s name 
was linked with the Viet Minh, 
who 
had 
been 
fighting 
the 
French since 19 47. On behalf of 
the Viet Minh he made speeches 
that year in Saigon inciting stu­ 
dents 
to 
demonstrations 
and 
violence. Tho was arrested and 
sent into forced residence 
in 
North 
Viet 
Nam, 
where 
he 
joined the Lien Viet — All-Viet 
Nam — Peace 
Movement, a 
Communist-front organization. 
Tho went south again, and in 
19 55, when President Ngo Dinh 
Diem was fighting the armed 
sects there, was arrested with 
23 others connected with the 
Lien Viet. Once again he was 
sent into forced exile in North 
Viet Nam. He 
returned south 
again and this time was arrest­ 
ed 
for 
connections 
with 
the 
Communist Viet Cong, succes­ 
sors to the Viet Minh. 
Tho escaped from the south in 
October 
19 61. 
He left behind 
documents saying that he had 
joined the NFLSV. He became 
chairman of its Central Com­ 
mittee in 19 63, evidently while 
still in North Viet Nam. 
Tho’s first deputy in the front 
is Phung Van Cung, 57, a doctor 
of medicine who, 20 years ago, 
was running a clinic in Cam ­ 
bodia. He moved into South Viet 
Nam in 19 46. In October 19 60, 
just in advance of the formation 
of the NFLSV, he disappeared 
suddenly with his family. Just 
before 
announcement 
of 
the 
NFLSV’s organization, Saigon’s 
Directorate General of police 
said Cung evidently had joined 
the Communists and was in Ha- 
noi.

Local Action it Needed 
N ° T long 
ago, few people 
gave 
any 
thought to water. Save for certain arid 
areas, there was an abundance of it—often, 
indeed, when the Winter storm.* 
and 
the 
Spring runoffs of snow appeared there was 
much too much. And the water, found in the 
rivers, springs and lakes, 
was 
generally 
clear and pure and perfectly fit for any and 
all of its uses. 
There has been 
a 
great 
change. 
Most of the nation,, it is true, still has 
enough water* though in some 
areas 
potentially 
acute 
shortage 
problems 
have developed. 
Floods 
and 
massive 
storms still occur. 
But the quality of our available water 
has become a matter of almost 
universal 
concern. 
Contamination is the rule rather 
than the exception in many 
areas. 
It 
is 
apparent that we can no longer dump our 
refuse, industrial waste, sewage and other 
contaminants into our water 
without 
in* 
viting grave perils. 
* • • 
The measure of this concern was 
indi­ 
cated in New York last November, when the 
voters approved by a 4-to-l margin 
a 
$1 
billion bond measure to finance a clean up 
of the state’s 
waterways. 
This, 
signifi­ 
cantly, was 
the 
largest 
borrowing 
ever 
authorized in New York’s history. 
Other states are now moving, in one way 
or another, to solve their growing and criti­ 
cal water-quality problems. 
One important step lies in establish­ 
ing classifications. 
Water used for in* 
dust rial purposes does not have to meet 
the standards of that which enters the 
home. 
New York, for 
instance, 
has 
laid down classifications for 
drinking, 
bathing, fishing and drainage which ap­ 
ply to all Its stream s and lakes. 
* * • 
One of the biggest questions involved in 
the water pollution problem is 
just 
what 
force is going to assume the leadership and 
become dominant. 
It is obviously desirable 
that state and 
local 
governments, 
being 
conversant with the particular 
situations 
existing in their areas, take aggressive ac­ 
tion. as is bcng done n New York. 
Otherwise a Federal agency, 
under 
an act passed last year, will assume con­ 
trol. 
It is empowered to set standards 
of quality on interstate waters, unless 
the states themselves do so to Federal 
satisfaction by June 30, 1961. 
The danger here has been 
described 
by Governor Be Union of Oklahoma in these 
words: "Any attem pt to ‘standardize’ wa­ 
ter quality on a nationwide basis would like­ 
ly disregard regional differences in water 
quantity, flow, location, natural character­ 
istics. and usage." 
The unhappy results that 
could 
come 
from this are easily Imaginable. 
That is 
why authorities urge that satisfactory stand­ 
ards and controls be established and 
ad­ 
ministered at as low a governmental level 
as is workable. 
State and local governments, in 
other 
words, have no time to waste if they are 
not to abdicate their rights and responsibili­ 
ties in this m atter to the federal governm ent

Interpreting The News 
Front of Viet Cong 
Poses Major Debate 
By WILLIAM L. RYAN 
AP Special Correspondent 
How- independent of Commu­ 
nist North Viet Nam are the 
Viet Cong and their political 
organization, the National Front 
for Liberation of 
South Viet 
Nam? 
The question is important to 
debate on whether the Viet Cong 
and their front — which goes by 
the initials NFLSV — should be 
recognized as an entity separate 
from Hanoi's Communists and 
whether the front should have 
an influential voice in any nego­ 
tiations. 
Members of the Viet Cong’s 
front have lived in an atm os­ 
phere if conspiracy for 20 years 
or more. Gathering information 
about them 
is difficulty, but 
some is available from intelli­ 
gence and other sources. This 
directly links top NFLSV lead­ 
ers with the Communist-led Viet 
Minh, who fought the French, 
and with the Hanoi regime. 
The creation of the NFLSV 
was announced by Communist 
radios in December 1960, just in 
advance of the big Viet Cong 
push which preceded the escala­ 
tion of the w ar to what it is to­ 
day. 
The 
NFLSV 
is 
organized 
along the lines of a government, 
with nominal representation for 
a num ber of political and reli­ 
gious creeds. Its name in Viet­ 
namese is Mat Tran Dan-toc 
Giaiphong. 
This is what the sources say: 
Top NFLSV leaders have long 
been closely connected with the 
Viet 
Minh 
and 
Hanoi. 
The 
records go back to the days of 
French rule. 
The chairm an of the front is 
Nguyen Huu Tho, a 56-year-old 
lawyer and native of Cholcn, 
Saigon’s sister city. 
As early as 1950, Tho’s name 
was linked with the Viet Minh, 
who 
had 
been 
fighting 
the 
French since 1947. On behalf of 
the Viet Minh he made speeches 
that year in Saigon inciting stu­ 
dents 
to 
demonstrations 
and 
violence. Tho was arrested and 
sent into forced residence in 
North 
Viet 
Nam, 
where 
he 
joined the Lien Viet — All-Viet 
Nam — Peace Movement, a 
Communist-front organization. 
Tho went south again, and in 
1955, when President Ngo Dinh 
Diem was fighting the arm ed 
sects there, was arrested with 
23 others connected with the 
Lien Viet. Once again he was 
sent into forced exile in North 
Viet Nam. He 
returned south 
again and this time was arrest­ 
ed 
for 
connections 
with 
the 
Communist Viet Cong, succes­ 
sors to the Viet Minh. 
Tho escaped from the south in 
October 
1961. He left behind 
documents saying that he had 
joined the NFLSV. He became 
chairm an of its Central Com­ 
mittee in 1963, evidently while 
still in North Viet Nam. 
Tho’s first deputy in the front 
is Phung Van Cung, 57, a doctor 
of medicine who, 20 years ago, 
was running a clinic in Cam­ 
bodia. He moved into South Viet 
Nam in 1946. In October 1960, 
just in advance of the formation 
of the NFLSV, he disappeared 
suddenly with his family. Just 
before

of

NFLSV’s organization, Saigon’s 
Directorate General of police 
said Cung evidently had joined 
the Communists and was in Ha­ 
noi.
